The above document discloses, reflective, lightweight (claim 12), metal foils (claim 15) to retrofit to a vehicle 
and clearly also clearly suitable, at least to a degree, to retrofit to a vessel. The foils are designed to be 
stretched so as to form uniform meshes (claims 10-11,14) of prismatically oriented (claims 2-3, 7) elements. 
The thickness of the foils fall within the ranges defined in claims 17-18; although the angles at which the 
prismatic elements are oriented are not given, it is clear that they are of substantial obliquity (claims 4-6) and 
that their angling will serve to stiffen the foils (claim 16).
